inffantaneuus correction ; bur rt was not fo with the 
courfe of jultice ina place fo remote as India. 
Much muft be wulted to the purity, the integrity, 
the moderation of thofe perfons who were entrafted 
with its powers; and all that. the legiflature could 
preferve was, the power of exemplary punifhment on 
the convistion’of enormous abufe. Perhaps, he 
faid, nothing was fo truly abhorrent to the heart of 
man, nothing fo deferving of national juftice, as a 
corrupt admini(tration of law. It was fach an in- 
ftfament in the hands of a bad and profligate man as 
to make the heart fhudder at the ufes to which it 
might be applied, and therefore more perhaps, than 

any other fpecies of delinquency, did the crimes of a 
judge call for the vengeance of a nation. ; 

_ Having thus premifed the great fubjet, the Hon, 
Paronet proceeded to ftate the nature of the cafe, 
on Which the profecution vas to be founded. He 
related the circumftances of the act pafled. in 1773 
for the appointment of a Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture in Bengal, and the nature and extent of the 
powers committed to the Judges. From thence he 
went to the appointment of Sir Elijah, and the al- 

moft inftantaneous ufe chat he had made of his 
powers.. That thefe were fit fubjects for the atten- 
tion of that Houfe it would not be neceffary for him 
to take painsto elucidate, and he trufted that the 
current Janguage which he had held on the firft in- 
ftitvtion of the Indian code, and the Supreme Court, 
wouid not frevent Gentlemen from ferioufly enter- 
ing inco this important inveftigation. He knew 
that that inftication had been ‘called a law job— 
that ix was intended as a colony for the bar in Welt - 
rtofter- Hall, by which young adventurers in law 
es wel! as politics were to carry their talents to the 


that Hoa‘e was to befiold a /ea?ned as well as a Jay 
fquad from Bengal. All this he trufted would be 
thrown totally out of the minds of Gentlemen ; for 
it was highly inconfiitent with the.dignity of Par- 
ligament, to imagine that a foleman inititution of law, 
ee many millions of people were to have the 
bleflings of jaltice, or the miferies of the perverfian 
of it, could ever have originated in fo bafe a motives 
as a job—Much lefs, he trufted, would it be ima-) 
gined, that this profecution brought difgrace andl 
ignominy on a profefhon, which, when it was dig- 
nified by truth and integrity, was the fource of *the 
greatelt honourtoits Members, as well as af the; 
greateft good tothe community. He knew that, 
the bar ot England, dittinguiftred as it was for pu- 
rity and honour, felt becoming indignation at’ the 
enormities comaitted by the perfon whom he now 
arraigned. Participating in their feelings, and e- 
qually folicitous of the vindication of the bar, he 
felt it fo much the more his duty, by the condign 
profecution of this unworthy man, to juftify a pro- 
feflion.to which he had once the honour to belong. 
Sir Gilbert now ftared' to the Houfe the manner 
which he intended to purfue. He faid he had ta- 
ken pains to arfange and prepare for the infpection 
of the Houfe the whole fubject matter of the Com- 
plaint which he intended to make again(t Sir Elijah, 
and it was detailed in papers which he held in his — 
hand, _ }fe thought it more advifeable’ for him to 
give in this Complaint in writing ; and to move that 
the papers thould be fubmitted ro a Committee, than 
to trult.to any brief and imperfeét ftatement which 
he might be able, as a part of his fpeech, to make 
from them. Tie weight of the Charges depended 
fo muclr on the detail of the fundions of the Court, 
‘and of the evident motives by which Sir Elijah was 
‘influenced, and they were in their conaedtivn fo re- 
lated and dependant on each other, that much of 
their ftrength would be lo(t by the few extracts that 
might be made by him on his legs; nor was it ne- 
ceilary, he thoughe, in that (tage to inftance the par- 
ticular enormities that conftituted the foundation of 
the Charges. That Houfe had been fo much ac- 
cuftomed to hear and fpeak on thefe topicks, that 
they Were not new to them, and it was by no means 
his wifh to inflame them by needlefs appeals to their 
humaniy. The time would come when the dif- 
cuflion of the crimes of this man muft awaken every 
abhorrent feeling of their hearts. In the mean time

offenfive as to call for the molt exem#lary corrects 
tion. Hlavtng thus dricfly enymeraced the)mere 
heads of his articles of charge, he would not take 
up for a moment the tinie of the Houle. The pay

In 
Augaft £783, a fire ball paffed over Great Britainy, | 
which a learned phyfician and philofopher, Dr Blag-.! 
den, proved, from authentic faats, had taken ‘its - 
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courfe through the-atniofphere at the height of fifty’; 


miles, and with fuch a velocity as to move 800 
miles, the whole length of the ifland, -in about half § 
annnute. This curious conclufion he chiefly de- 
duced from the inteligence contained in the newf-_ 
papers, of various towns. The comparifon ‘of ob- 
fervacions of different meteors in different Gruations, 
may illufrate this curious and obfcure fabj:&t.— 
On the 29th of November, 1737, after a frofty, 
funfhine day, about a quarter before five o'clock in 
the evening, the fky beiag clear, while fome twilight 
remajned,.a gentieman, about three miles fouth of 
Sheter, looking towards that city, obferved a me- 
teor towards the welt, about thirty or thirty-five de- 
grees high. It paffed along with great velocity to 
the north, and difappeared about ten degrees above 
the horizod. ‘The Jine of its direStiof was under 
the con‘tellation of the Great Northern Bear, then 
vilib!e, and its difappcarance very nearly in a per- 
pendicular line from: the Polar ftar. The fire ball 
was extremely bright, and of confiderable magni- 
tude, with a long fiery tail. Both the fize and 
brightnefs of the ball, and of the tail, were ex- 
aremely various. It had fome refet’stince to the 
appearance of a comet, bar the tail appeared pro- , 
portionably brighter than a comet’s. Its paflage 
from the weftern to the northern point, was fo fwift, 
as probably not to exceed fifteen or twenty feconds. 
Its fize and brightoefs were probably inferior to the 
meteor of 1783, becaufe it was fo diltant from our 
zenith. It would undoubredly appear much larger - 
and ‘brighter. to the inhabitants, well and north of 
Chefter; as Ireland, Liverpool, Glafgows Edin > 
burgh, &e.
